THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the County of Grafton and 
the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Lyman Town Hall in said 
town on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, 1968, polls to open at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon and will not be closed before five o'clock in the after- 
noon in said Town Hall, to act on the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of nine thousand eight hundred seventy-six dollars ($9,876.00), 
as.may be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year. (Town 
officers’ salaries $1,350.00, town office expense $850.00; Election and 
Registration $200.00; Police $50.00; Library $30.00; Town Poor $200.00; 
Town Revaluation $120.00; Old Age Assistance $3,500.00; Memorial Day 
$10.00; Social Security $230.00; Interest $200.00; County Tax $1,740.00; 
Contingency $196.00; Legal expenses $100.00; ‘Town Hall $250.00; Insurance 
$850.00.) 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to purchase any new 
highway equipment; and if so, to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money, using available Capital Equipment Trust Funds first, and issue 
notes on the credit of the town on such terms as may be necessary. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of nine thousand two hundred eighty-eight dollars and sixteen 
cents ($9,288.16) as may be necessary to maintain highways, bridges and 
equipment, and the town share of T.R.A. (Summer $4,250.00; Winter 
$2,550.00; General Expenses $1,800.00; T.R.A. $688.16.) 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three hundred fifty dollars for the Health Department (Health 
Officer and Overseer of Poor $50.00; Lisbon District Nursing Association 
$100.00; White Mountain Community Services, Inc. $200.00.) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred twenty-five dollars ($125.00) for White Pine 
Blister Control. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
Two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for Fire Protection. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Seventy-six dollars and seven cents ($76.07) for dues to the 
White Mountain Region Association. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two hundred dollars ($200.00) for upkeep and improvement 
of town cemeteries. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
three hundred dollars ($300.00) — being one-half of the estimated cost — 
to perambulate the town line with the town of Monroe. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote the Selectmen the authori- 
zation to transfer any 1968 annual surplus funds in the amount of fifty 
percent (50%) to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund established for the 
purchase of Highway equipment. 


ARTICLE 12. ‘To see if the town will vote as compensation for the 
Tax Collector, one percent (1%) of the taxes collected. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to grant a discount of 
two percent (2%) on all taxes paid on or before such time as the Selectmen 
may designate. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell and dispose of any real estate acquired by tax deed. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow such sums of money as may be necessary in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town approves obtaining the services of 
the State Auditors for the annual audit of the town accounts. 


ARTICLE 17. To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees, and 
officers heretofore chosen, and pass vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 18. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination and audit. of the 
accounts of the Town of Lyman for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1967, 
which was made by this Division in accordance with the vote of the Town. Ex- 
hibits hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIE 


Included in the examination and audit were accounts and records of the 
Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, and Trustees of 
Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1966 — December 31, 1967 
(Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1966 and December 31, 
1967, are presented in Exhibit A-l. As indicated therein, the Surplus decreased 
by $2,392.86 in 1967. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: 
(Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town during the year 
is made in Exhibit.A-2, with the factors which caused the change indicated therein. 
Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures — 

Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 & A-4) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, estimated and 
actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1967, are presented in Ex- 
hibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the budget summary, (Exhibit A-4), a revenue 
surplus of $549.37 plus an unexpended balance of appropriations of $100.88, resulted 
in a net budget surplus of $650.25. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1967, made up in accordance with the uniform classification of ac- 
counts, is included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 
31, 1967, is indicated in Exhibit B-2. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the custody, receipt 
and disbursement of public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and can- 
celled checks were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries 
in the books of record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by com- 
parison with reconciled bank balances made from statements obtained from de- 
pository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mailing notices 
to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records. The amounts of 
uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are therefore subject 
to any changes which may be necessitated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus: 


Inasmuch as there were no outstanding bonds or long term notes, the Balance 
Sheet Surplus of $6,954.90 represented the Current Surplus (excess of total assets 
over current liabilities) as of December 31, 1967. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, require that this report 
or the summary of findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be 
published in the next annual report of the Town.

Continued improvement in the matter of 
accurate, prompt detection and rapid effective suppression action can help to 
maintain this good, worthwhile record even though we do not have an abundance 
of rain as in the fire season of 1967. 


It will help if we follow these simple suggestions: 


1a 


No burning of debris and waste between the hours of 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 
P.M. and then only with a written permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 


Take debris and waste to the town dump. 

Maintain a clean, safe dump. 

Keep matches away from young children. 

Be sure matches and smoking material are dead out when we discard them. 


Set a good example for others in fire prevention.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyman School District. 


As Superintendent of Schools, it is with pleasure I submit my third annual report 
to you. 


During the past year (1966-67) there were 48 pupils enrolled in Lyman Central School. 
The average membership was 46.2. 


This school year there are 43 pupils attending Lyman Central School. 23 pupils in 
Grades 1-4, and 20 pupils in Grades 5-8. At the present time, there are 21 pupils attending 
Lisbon High School. 


The Elementary Education is changing rapidly throughout the United States, and par- 
ticularly in New Hampshire. The Elementary School Guidelines recently published by the 
New Hampshire State Department of Education is having an affect in this area and will, 
I feel certain, have an even more important affect in the near future. 


You will note from your Budget that your local School Board has given thought to 
tuitioning pupils in grades 5-8 to the Lisbon Public School. You, as the citizens: of the 
district, will have to make the decision relative to this matter. 


Whatever your decision, the White Mountains Supervisory Union No. 35 will assist as 
directed by your local Board in this area. 


The White Mts. Supervisory Union No. 35, of which Lyman is a part, stands ready to 
assist each and every district with the educational programs that the School Board wishes 
to initiate. 


The Supervisory Union is made up of the school districts of Bethlehem, Easton, Franconia, 
Landaff, Lisbon Special, Lisbon Town, Littleton, Lyman, Sugar Hill, and the White Mts. 
Regional School District which includes the towns of Carroll, Dalton, Jefferson, Lancaster, 
and Whitefield. 


Mr. Paul Henry is the Assistant Superintendent of Schools and Mr. Oliver Cole, Jr. 
the Business Administrator. It is through the coordinated efforts of your three adminis- 
trators that the aims and purposes of your educational program in this enlarged Union 
are realized. 


In closing, may I take this opportunity to thank the Board of Education, the State De- 
partment of Education, our Administrators, and the staff of the Superintendent’s office for 
Their continued cooperation and support.

As the time appreaches for budget hearings in the towns and consideration of 
requests for appropriations in the coming year, we are anxious that support for White 
Mountain Community Services again be included in town budgets within the area we serve. 


As we did last year, we are asking for an appropriation of $1.00 per person in 
each community, based on the population count. For the town of Lyman, this would 
amount to $201. The response of the towns last year was most helpful: Of the 22 
towns we serve, all but four voted funds for our Clinic. Most of the towns voted 
the full request of $1.00 per person. 


The measure of "success" in an endeavor such as ours is only partly discernible 
in the statistical picture. We are still expanding in the demand for our services 
and in the number of persons served from all of the towns in our area. We are con- 
sulting with more helping professionals -- school personnel, physicians, welfare 
workers, nurses, clergymen, etc. But real success must include effectiveness in 
averting tragedy, strengthening people to carry on, and helping persons to see some 
meaning and hope in life. We cannot open our file of case histories which is confi- 
dential; but we can assure you that within these are convincing and heartwarming 
evidences that we are "successful." 


We would appreciate an opportunity to send representatives to meet with your 
budget committee to further support our request.

Gentlemen: 


The Lisbon District Nursing Association was organized to provide skilled 
nursing care, UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE PHYSICIAN, to the sick 
in their homes on a visit basis, charging in proportion to their ability to pay, 
health instructions, educational follow-up and arranging for medical care when 
necessary. It is supported by the surrounding towns served by the association, 
the nursing fees and the state of New Hampshire. 


The District Nurse is ready to help YOU when you are sick no matter where 
you live in the district, or whatever your financial situation. She gives nursing 
care and instructions to people of all ages -- elderly or chronic invalids, mothers 
with new babies, convalescents, returning from the hospital -- in fact to all who 
require skilled care in the home. 


The help of the District Nurse is obtained by asking your physician to notify 
the nurse, or by telephoning her yourself. The nurse answers each call but visits 
are continued only under the guidance of a physician. 


The telephone number for the nurse is 838-6616. Fees are set at the rate of 


three dollars ($3.00) per call. Fees may be modified or omitted according to cir- 
cumstances. 


We are asking each town served by the District Nurse to share in the support 
of the association through their individual town budgets. These towns are Lisbon, 


Landaff, Lyman, Sugar Hill, Franconia, Easton and Bath. 


Therefore, it is proposed that. the town of Lyman set aside fifty cents (50¢) 
per resident. (based on the 1960 census), this amount totaling $100.00. (
